New French Premier Approved; 
Tackles Task Of Endina War

PARIS UR—P ierre M endes-France 
set about organizing a new French 
governm ent today to deliver the 
Indochina peace he has prom ised 
within a m onth. 
But his Cabinet

conference. 
The N ational A ssem bly approved 
M endes-France as prem ier early 
today after the 47-year-old Radical

china settlem ent before July 20 or 
resign. The vote w as 419-47, with 
154 deputies abstaining. Commu­ 
nists supported him.

The victory m ade the economic 
and financial expert F ran ce’s 14th 
P rem ier since the liberation. His 
Cabinet will be the nation’s 20th 
postw ar governm ent. 
A brillian orator, M endes-Francw 
failed by 13 votes to win the pre­ 
m iership during a 37-day govern­ 
m ent crisis last year. The job was 
finally won then by form er P re­ 
m ier Joseph Laniel, who resigned 
Saturday after losing an Assembly 
confidence vote on the Indochina 
issue.

to the cut and block the Canal. 
The situation recalls construc­ 
tion days when tons of rock, dirt 
and clay frequently obstructed tho 
gigantic slashes then opening up 
the Isthmus of Panam a. 
The National Geographic Maga­ 
zine in 1914 told how hostile nature 
was seemingly bent on thwarting 
every effort of the 
Canal’s 
en­ 
gineers. 
Sometimes Quiet 
At times the slides were quies­ 
cent. as if “to lure the engineers 
into a false security,” reported a 
Geographic author who had just 
returned from the scene. 
"Now 
they make a feint, stopping short 
of actual conflict. Now they come 
in the dead of night, spreading 
chaos and disrupting 
everything 
in whatever direction they move." 
In all, 
slides 
destroyed 
200 
miles of railway track and dum p­ 
ed id to the Canal bed more than 
30.000,000 cubic yards of material.

Everyone Is Happy Now That 
McCarthy Hearings Are Ended 
THE A r m y -McCarthy hearings in 
Wash­ 
ington have finally ended and virtually 
everyone, we believe, is happy because of 
it. The final report of the sub-committee 
has not yet been issued but that is not of 
great importance. The decision, if any, to 
be rendered is not so much that of the sub­ 
committee but rather it is 
the 
decision 
created by the weight of public opinion. 
Neither the Army nor Sen. 
McCarthy 
and his staff came out of the hearings with 
colors flying. On the contrary, both sides 
have been more or less 
bruised 
in 
the 
course of the long inquiry. 
A development of major significance in 
(fie course of the hearings was the conflict 
in viewpoints of Sen. McCarthy and Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower on the authority of the 
executive department. 
Sen. McCarthy contended that 
anyone, 
whether in the executive 
departm ent 
or 
not. was obliged in conscience and in the 
spirit of patriotism to tell w hat he knows 
about Communist infiltration to the Mc­ 
Carthy committee. 
President Eisenhower, quickly challeng­ 
ing the Wisconsin jflnior senator, issued a 
directive in which he pointed out that it 
is illegal tor executive departm ent person­ 
nel to disclose classified information 
to 
anyone not entitled to receive it, including 
the McCarthy committee. 
The President’s position is, of 
course, 
fully proper and, in fact, essential to prop­ 
er governmental administration. 
That does not mean that Communism is 
not being fought vigorously by the Eisen­ 
hower administration. Sen. McCarthy 
is 
not the only person fighting Communism in 
this country. The FBI is doing a terrific 
job in this field, as everyone knows, and

Ever hear of a “schlock shop?” 
How 
about “borax” and “duck the net?” Well, 
all these fascinating terms come to us from 
the jargon of the world of retail mer chan- 
ising—an area of our language too 
long 
neglected, it seems to me, by the diction­ 
ary-m akers. 
All right, here goes! A “schlock shop” is 
a store that sells schlock. All clear? No? 
Well, “schlock” is junk, inferior merchan­ 
dise—so bad, indeed, that it borders on the 
worthless. 
“Borax” bothers1 you? Well ifs entered 
in the dictionaries as meaning "a 
white 
boron salt used as water 
softener.” 
Bul 
that’s not what the furniture departm ent 
men mean when they use the word. 
To 
them “borax” 
means 
gaudy, 
gimcracy, 
poorly designed and 
always 
overpriced 
furniture. And “duck the nut?” Well, that’s 
the trade phrase for dodging a bill. 
Another term 
from 
the 
departm ent- 
store world is “push m erchandise” usually 
aobreviated “p. rn.” This may 
either an 
item which the store management has sig­ 
naled out 
for 
special 
“plugging”—and 
which, therefore, is heavily featured in ads 
and in “tie-in” sales talk from the clerks— 
or it is an item the m anufacturer of which 
has made a special deal for “p. rn.” promo­ 
tion with the store management. In 
this 
sor* of arrangem ent each clerk gets a bo­ 
nus—over and above regular salary — for 
promoting and effecting the sale of 
one 
item rather than another. In other words, 
if a salesclerk in your favorite department 
store seems excessively interested in sell­ 
ing you steam iron A rather than 
steam 
iron R—though the prices and merits seem 
to you about equally matched—ifs possible 
that the clerk may not be without guile in 
his or her recommendations. There may be 
a “p. in.” in it if you buy steam iron A. 
I should be doing a grave injustice to 
the leading departm ent stores and to their 
customers not to point out that the na­ 
tion's better stores have long since 
out­ 
lawed this “p pi.” practice on the sound 
grounds that customer good will is 
not 
built by such devices and that, in the long 
run, a happy customer is more likely to 
come back than one who has been taken 
in by a “p rn.” promotion.

DANGEROUS TREND BILLS 
(The Publishers Auxiliary) 
The Bryson Bill, now before the House 
of Representatives committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, would prohibit ali 
interstate advertising for all alcoholic bev­ 
erages. 
The Lunger bill, which has 
a 
similar 
purpose, is before the 
Senate 
commerce 
committee. 
This w'eek we received two directly op­ 
posite views on these bills. 
One was in the form of a letter from the 
Rev. Morton E. Holman, director of God’s 
Christian Crusaders of Camden, 
Mo. 
A 
former newspaperman, Mr. Holman enter­ 
ed the m inistry in 1952. He still writes 
a 
weekly column for the Richmond 
(Mo.) 
Ray County Herald. 
Mr. Holman is leading a campaign 
to 
gain support for the Laager and 
Bryson 
bills. He has; written columns, placed ads, 
made speeches and distributed leaflets, all 
in favor of the bills. 
His point is that advertising of alcoholic 
beverages is not a good thing. One of his 
ads states “Let us protect our homes from 
the invasion of 
the 
alcoholic 
beverages 
traffic.” 
The other view' 
we 
received 
on 
this 
question w'as the text of a talk that Frede­ 
ric R. Gamble made 
before 
the 
house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
com­ 
merce. 
Mr. G;unble is president of the American 
Association of Advertising Agencies. 
In his talk before the committee, 
Mr. 
Gamble expressed the association’s strong 
opposition. 
“it is an historic principle in the United 
States that any product or service which is 
lawful under United States law' to be sold 
should have the right to be 
advertised,'’ 
Mr. Gamble said, “so long as such adver­ 
tising conforms to the laws and 
regula­ 
tions.” 
We agrte with Mr. Gamble, and feel ob­ 
ligated to .squarely oppose the view repre­ 
sented by M’\ Holman. 
We can understand Mr. Holman’s dislike 
of the influence alcoholic beverages can 
have. There is no doubt alcohol coniributes 
to many of the social problems 
of 
this 
country. 
But we do not believe prohibition of in­ 
terstate advertising for all alcoholic bever­ 
ages would improve the situation. Morality 
cannot be legislated, as America’s sad ex­ 
periment with prohibition too well prov­ 
ed. 
But our basis reason for opposition to 
these bills is not the effect they have or 
do not have on the drinking habits of the 
American people. 
it goes deeper than that. 
If passed, these bills would be a form 
of censorship. A legitimate business, 
run 
according to state and federal regulations 
—and paying heavy taxes—would be den­ 
ied the right to advertise its products. 
We agree with Mr. Gamble, who told the 
house committee “if one group of lawful 
products were to be absolutely prohibited 
by Congress from 
being advertised, 
we 
submit that a dangerous and unwise pre­ 
cedent would be establishtd which w'ould 
be contrary to sound public policy.” 
Alcohol now. Maybe cigarettes next, or 
popcorn. Where do you draw the line?

Line O f A ttack O n Silicosis

requests from roaders to discuss silicosis. 
This chronic condition of the lungs is the 
i O'ult cl breathing in over a long period ot 
time air eontainng small particles of silica. 
Silica is a substance w'hich is widely dis­ 
tributed over the earth and makes 
up a 
Inge part OI rocks and minerals, it occurs 
in high concentration in granite and other 
rocks. 
This being the case, a person who is ex­ 
posed to fine dust is likely to inhale a good 
deui of silica; silicosis, is, therefore, largely 
an occupational disease.

THE HAZARD exists particularly among 
mine and tunnel workers, stonecutters and 
those engaged in certain kinds of manufac- 
ture, such as glass making, molding ot m e­ 
tals and tile m anufacture and use of abra- 


Fifteen oi 20 years’ exposure to danger­ 
ous particles of silica may result 
in 
the 
production of fibrous nodules in the lungs. 
Furtherm ore, there is a relation between 
rtllcosis and tuberculosis. 
The diagnosis of silicosis is not always 
■as' Two things are necessary: A history 
ot exposure in occupation arid the cjiarac- 


teristic findings in the X-ray film.

A ( I RKH S feature of silicosis is 
that 
Die appearance of flip lungs on X-ray may 
not bear any relation to the severity of the 
symptoms. The symptoms may be severe 
with very little X-ray changes, or the other 
way around. 
Indeed, silicosis may reach a fairly ad- 
f vaneed stage without 
causing 
anything 
other than slight shortness of breath. 
Prevention of silicosis is the best line of 
j attack. In the dusty trades, every possible 
! measure should be employed to free the 
air of dangerous quantities of silica-con- 
I taining dust.

IN RELENT years protective 
measures 
I have been much improved, but it is impor­ 
tant that they be used and frequently in­ 
spected in order to keep them 
in 
good 
working condition. 
Periodic 
examination 
of workers exposed 
to 
silica-containing 
dust is also of the greatest importance. 
The outlook for many of those who have 
acquired silicosis, even if accompanied by 
tuberculosis, is apparently not as dismal as 
was formerly assumed.

(NEA) — This city’s 
1 61,500 people are ready to take a 
j good, healthy swipe at language 
and habit barriers that blockade 
understanding between nations. 
Some 5000 mile.' to the east, ex- 
! actly the same thing is happening 
m the French town of Arles. York 
and Arles have agreed to become 
neighbor cities for a while in ev­ 
erything except geography. 
The unusual “twinning” idea 
for cities is sponsored by Bilin­ 
gual World, an organization that 
aims primarily at fostering Eng­ 
lish-French bilingualism as a so­ 
lution for the 
world’s 
language 
problems.

Elementary 
school children in 
York are already studying French. 
Youngsters in Arles 
will 
study 
English, to permit the young peo­ 
ple to correspond in either lan­ 
guage. 
York's grownups are plunging 
into the project with enthusiasm. 
To start the project, prominent 
n aw e id women in York are w rit­ 
ing „o their counterparts in Arles. 
Later, French customs will be 
introduced to York’s people in a 
variety of ways, to supplement 
the corresponding. People in York 
and Arles who can spare the time 
and afford the trip will make ac­ 
tual visits back and forth. 
York was recommended for the 
American end of the project by a 
former U. S. Commissioner of Edu­ 
cation, Dr. Earl J. McGrath.

The 
fact 
that 
York * public 
schools 
are 
already 
teaching 
French to one-fourth of all the 
second and third graders was a big 
factor in the choice of the Penn­ 
sylvania city, where there is no 
French colony or 
many 
people 
with French ancestors. 
York’s most prominent native 
son, Gen. Jacob L. Devers, was 
one of the first to agree to parti­ 
cipate in the exchange of greet­ 
ings and ideas with people and 
institutions in France.

The York school system, civic 
organizations, 
American 
Legion, 
religious leaders, elected officials, 
and newspapers are pitching in to 
help with letter-w riting and pub­ 
licizing. 
The York representative of an 
international machinery firm, who 
was born in France, has volun­ 
teered to do all necessary trans­ 
lating.

“I want everyone in York who 
washes to exchange friendship with 
France through this bilingual pro­ 
ject to have the opportunity to do 
so,” Dr. Victoria Lyles, director of 
elementary education in York ex­ 
plains. 
"Too often, we get acquainted 
with a nation’s people only be­ 
cause we’ve fought a war against 
that country. I think international 
understanding can

ed lo learn that the City Council has con- 
arm ed its order tor fluoridation equipment 
lo install in the city water plant. 
This is a rather belated report on 
the 
^abject, since the Council’s informal deci­ 
sion to confirm its 
previous 
order 
for 
liuoridation equipment was made at a spe­ 
cial meeting June IO. 
Those who have been interested in the 
subject will recall that the Council ap­ 
proved a motion May ‘JO to place the or­ 
der—but subject to cancellation should 
fluoridation be declared illegal. 
The cancellation clause was held neces­ 
sary because of a report that a house in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce committee 
was to conduct hearings 
May 
25-27 
in 
Washington on House Mill 2341. This bill 
proposed to make fluoridation illegal. 


COMING THROUGH—Not to get ahead 
of our story, chronologically speaking, we 
should report that the cost of the equip­ 
ment to inject fluorides into

Recent plant surveys, how ever, 
have strongly indicated that w hile 
workers support union objectives 
they also sym pathize with their 
em ployers’ problem s. 
T hese studies show that most 
w orkers have “dual m yalty”— that 
is, w hile they m ay be ardent union 
m em bers, they also have a con­ 
siderable respect 
and 
allegiance 
for the boss. 
It w'as found that even foremen, 
w ho are supposed 
to 
represent 
m anagem ent in sm all groups of 
workers, and union stew ards, who 
represent the union in such worker 
groups, are loyal to both com pany 
and union. 
This “dual loyalty” was found 
even 
in cases w here individual 
com pany officers or union leaders 
w ere unpopular. 
Secretary of Labor Jam es 
P. 
M itchell, 
in

Ten Haken, of the U. S Soil Con­ 
servation Service. 
“ A survey of these 
areas 
re­ 
vealed the severe erosion cleated 
by the storms on 
some of 
the 
corn and oat fields,” Ten Hakea 
Scud. Although the total 
rainfall 
was not excessive, it cam e alto* 
aether too fast for the soil to ab­ 
sorb it with the result that much 
of the w ater ran off, 
carrying 
soil with it. 
Several 
conditions 
contributed 
to this excessive loss of soil but j 
corn planted up and

hill was probably the largest con- j 
tribMtor, he said. 
“ Men 
cannot j 
control the rainfall, but 
he

Soil tests are not magic either, 
but they do give farmers a pattern 
to follow in their fertilizer pro­ 
gram. Feeding soil can be com­ 
pared to feeding animals. Animals 
need protein, carbohydrates, and 
fats; soils 
need 
nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus and potash. The am ounts 
of each are im portant for m axi- j 
mum production. 
Putting Up Grass Silage 
You can put up grass silage by ! 
three different methods: first, and 
most common, is to put it up in a I 
regular upright 
silo. 
Probably 
Lawrence Mayrand of Route Two, 
Bark River, has had more experi­ 
ence putting grass silage up in 
this m anner than any other farm ­ 
er in the county. Law rence is sold 
on the idea and several farm ers I 
are following the same practice, j 
Frank Barron puts his grass si­ 
lage in a trench silo. He too is 
sold on the grass silage program. 
It provides lots of feed and means 
that less dry hay has to be made 
for the livestock. 
You can build a silo along the 
top of the ground using posts and 
planks. The investm ent is reas­ 


onable and hope that some farm ­ 
ers will give it a try this year. 
Quack Grass Control 
Would you like to know an easy 
way to kill quack grass in the 
garden? Well, there is a way, but 
the catch is—ifs pretty expensive. 
The chemical used is maleic h y d ­ 
razine. The time to use it is in 4he 
spring when the quack grass is 
about six inches tall. 
If you’d like to try it. heie is 
w hat you do: Mix a pound of 40% 
Maleic Hydrazide with three gal- 
lone of water. Spray the solution 
to wet the grass leaves. Wait about 
six days, then plow or spade the 
treated grass under to a depth of 
6-8 inches. Then fit the seedbed 
and plant. 
Thei'e is another eaten too. If 
it should rain within 12 I ours af­ 
ter applying the 
chemical, 
you 
would have to start at the begin­ 
ning again. 
New Helper 
Since starting this column, we 
needed extra help so employed 
Oscar, a friendly office mouse, to 
keep us on the ball. This morning 
he popped up from the wastebas­ 
ket to remind me that people are 
having trouble with poison ivy. 
Here is w hat can be done: Spray 
the poison ivy w ith 2. 4-D or 2, 
4\ 5-T and follow the directions on 
the container for mixing and ap­ 
plying. 
Michigan Plants Are Foreigners 
Native plants are scare in these 
United States contrary to the be­ 


lief of many people. Our plants 
come from all parts of the world. 
Almost all of our valuable crops 
cmd even some noxious weeds come 
from other lands. Indian corn and 
tobacco came from south of our 
border. Bendvveed, m ustard, and 
even quack grass w ere brought in 
by the early settlers. 
Even the bluegrass in oui lawn 
came from Europe and oats, peas, 
beans, and barley grow here be­ 
cause they were brought in. 
Im ports of plants were haphaz­ 
ard until 1898. Then, the Division 
of Plant Exploration and Intro­ 
duction was organized by the Unit­ 
ed States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. This division handled some 
220,000 plants of 40,000 varieties 
and came up with 200 that were 
of benefit to our agriculture. 
Since 1946, there has been an 
area plant im port station at Ames, 
Iowa. This is one of four stations 
located in the USA. Several vari- 
ties of plants are used each year in 
a plant breeding program to ob­ 
tain disease resistant material for 
developing new variety of crops 
A good example is the importing 
of wild potato plants to do eros* 
breeding work to develop Vari­ 
eties of potatoes resistant to blight.
